Detailed reports have been received from the 
Royal Air Force units working with the Navy 
in the Mediterranean, the Adriatic, and the 
Migean. Anti-submarine and escort patrols 
have been well maintained in the Mediter- 
ranean and the Adriatic, as indicated in recent 
Italian official communignéds from Rome.
